The  fifth  of  the  American  Credo  stamps,  featuring  Abraham  Lincoln's  words  "Those 
who  Deny  freedom  to  others  Deserve  it  not  for  Themselves,"  will  be  first  placed  on  sole  at 
New  York,  New  York,  on  November  19,  1960.  This  stamp,  measuring  0.84  by  1.44 
inches,  will  be  printed  on  the  Giori  press  in  red  and  green  on  white,  issued  in  sheets  of 
50,  with  an  initial  printing  of  120  million.     This  stomp  was  designed  by  Frank  Conley. 

Collectors  desiring  first  day  cancellations  of  the  4-cent  Lincoln  Credo  stamp  may  send 
addressed  envelopes,  together  with  remittance  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  stamps  to  be  affixed, 
to  the  Postmaster,  New  York  1,  New  York.  A  close-fitting  enclosure  of  postal  cord  thick- 
ness should  be  placed  in  each  envelope  and  the  flop  either  turned  in  or  sealed.  The 
envelope  to  the  Postmaster  should  be  endorsed  "First-day  Covers  4-cent  Lincoln  Credo 
Stamp."    Orders  for  covers  must  not  include  requests  for  uncanceled  stamps.

New  Lincoln  'Credo'  Issue 
Will  Go  on  Sale  in  November 


The  fil'tli  ot  Ihe  American  "Credo"  stamps,  featuring  Abraiiam 
Lincoln's  words  "Tliose  who  Deny  freedom  to  others  Deserve  it  not 
for  Themselves,"  will  be  placed  on  sale  in  New  York  City  Nov.  19. 
The  issue  uiU  be  in  conjunction  with  the  12th  annual  National 
Postage  Stamp  Show,  sponsored  by  the  American  Stamp  Dealers' 
Association,  according  to  Postmaster  Albert  N.  Smith. 

Dedicatory  ceremonies  will  be  held  at  a  banquet  in  the  Waldorf 
Astoria  Hotel  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  National  Urban  League, 
in  observance  of  "Equal  Oppoitiini-  ~" 
ty  Day."  This  banquet  will  cli- 
ma.v  the  League's  Golden  Jubilee 
celebration. 

Notable  Americans  and  their 
statements  already  represented  on 
"Credo"  stamps  previously  re- 
leased include:  George  Washington 
(Jan.  20,  1960) ;  Benjamin  Franklin 


Collectors  desiring  first-day  can- 
cellations of  the  four-cent  Lincoln 
stamp  may  send  addressed  en- 
velopes, together  with  remittance 
to  cover  cost  of  the  stamps  to  be 
affixed,  to  tlie  Postmaster,  New 
York  1,  New  Y'ork.  Each  envelope 
must  be  marked,  in  pencil,  in  the 
upper  right  comer,  indicating  the 
number  of  stamps  to  be  affixed. 


(March  31,  1960);  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son (May  IS,  1960),  and  Fi'ancis 
Scott  Key  (Sept.  14,  1960).  Yet  to 
be  released  is  the  stamp  empha- 
sizing a  statement  by  Patrick  Hen- 
ry (Januarj',  1961). 


The  Lincoln  "Credo"  design  will 
essentially  be  the  same  as  those 
and  Lincoln's  signature  will  be  dif- 
ferent, as  will  the  sjmbolic  de- 
vice to  the  left  of  the  statement, 
which  in  this  instance  will  repre- 
sent a  seated  figure  of  fieedom 
holding  an  olive  branch. 


An  cnclosui'e  of  medium  weight 
should  be  placed  in  each  envelope 
and  the  flap  cither  turned  in  or 
sealed.  'Die  outside  envelope  to  the 
Postmaster  should  be  cleaxiy 
marked  "First  Day  Covers  4-cent 
Lincoln  'Credo'  Stamp."  Collectors 
are  cautioned  to  send  those  covers 
separately.  Any  orders  containing 
requests  for  otiior  issues  will  be  re- 
turned unserviccd  by  the  Postmas- 
ter. Collectors  are  also  cautioned 
that  orders  must  not  include  re- 
quests for  uncanceled  stamps. 


Frank  P.  Conley  prepaiTd  the 
basic  design  for  ail  six  "Credo" 
stamps.  Each  carries  a  message 
in  a  manner  and  design  of  style 
and  types  used  in  our  Continen- 
tal currency. 


Printing  ot  this  fifth  "Credo" 
stamp  will  be  in  red  (fiame  and 
statement)  and  green  (signature 
and  device)  on  the  Giori  press. 
The  initial  oider  calls  for  120  mil- 
lion stamps,  to  be  released  in 
panes  of  50.  L-tvoe  perforated. 


The  "AmericaD  Credo"  scries  of  six  stamps  was  announced 
on  September  12,  1959. 

Since  then  four  stamps  have  been  issued  as  follows: 

1.  Tlie  George  Washington  "American  Credo"  stamp  feamr- 
ing  die  statement,  "Observe  good  faith  and  justice  toward 
all  nations,"  issued  on  January  20,  I960,  at  Mount  Vernon, 
Virginia, 

2.  The  Benjamin  Franklin  "American  Credo"  stamp  featur- 
ing the  statement,  "Fear  to  do  ill,  and  you  need  fear  Nought 
else,"  issued  on  March  31,  I960,  at  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania. 

5.  The  Thomas  Jefferson  "American  Credo"  stamp  featuring 
the  statement,  "I  have  sworn  .  .  .  Hostility  against  ever>'  form 
of  T^TIANNY  over  die  mind  of  man,"  issued  on  May  18,  I960, 
at  Charlottesville,  Virginix 

4.  The  Francis  Scott  Key  "American  Credo"  stamp  featuring 
the  statement,  "And  this  be  our  motto,  in  God  is  our  Trust," 
issued  on  September  l4,  I960,  at  Baltimore,  Maryland.

"We  owe  it  to  ourselves,  to  funire  generations,  and  to  die  noble  principles 
of  those  who  built  and  preserved  this  nation,  to  attack  tyranny  and  injustice,  be 
they  domestic  or  foreign,  in  whatever  form  itiey  may  take. 

"In  this  spirit,  1  am  deeply  honored  to  dedicate  this  fifth  in  the  series  of  Ameri- 
can Credo  Stamps  lo  the  name  of  AbraJiam  Lincoln,  joining  him  with  other  great 
leaders,  George  Washington,  Benjamin  Franklin,  Thomas  Jefferson  and  Francis 
Scott  Key,  whose  precepts  were  memorialized  in  the  four  Credo  Stamps  previously 
issued. 

"The  stamp,  which  is  printed  in  red  and  green  on  white,  will  have  an  initial 
printing  of  120  million.  After  First-day  sale  here  in  New  York,  New  York,  today, 
it  will  be  placed  on  sale  next  Monday  in  tlie  nation's  36,000  post  olTices.  Like 
all  tlie  others  in  the  series,  it  is  of  4-ceni  denomination  and  was  designed  by 
Frank  Conlcy. 

"I  feel  certain  diat  this  Abraham  Lincoln  'American  Credo'  stamp,  carr)'ing 
his  immortal  words,  will  bring  inspiration  to  millions  of  people  both  in  die 
United  Sutes  and  around  the  world  as  die  previous  stamps  in  the  'American 
Credo'  series  have  done  so  well. 

"I  know  diat  die  message  it  carries  will  stir  renewc:'  i  ope,  renewed  strengdi 
and  renewed  dedication  to  everyone  devoted  to  the  principles  which  have  governed 
our  Republic  since  its  birth."
